BRITISH WARSHIPS 
SCOURING NORTH SEA 


IN SHIPPING WAR 


ATTENTION FOCUSED ON THE 
BALKANS AS COMING H8T- 


SPOT OF WAR 


LONDON1, March 
25.—(IPt—Bri- 


tain's warships scoured Germany's 
North Sea shipping lanes today in 
an effort to strangle her trade 
with Scandinavia while suspicion 
mounted that the relch might be 
engineering a grab of Rumania's 
oil. 


Pushing her sea blockade further 


from home shores, Britain counted 
three 
blows 
against Germany's, 
merchant marine in the mine-in- 
fested Waters of the eastern North 
Sea. 


Two German cargo carriers be- 


came the war's first merchantmen 
victims of British submarines dur- 
ing the Easter holidays. 
They 


were the coal-laden frlghtcr Ed- 
mund Hugo Stinnes, 2,289 tons, 
sent to the bottom yesterday by 
shellfire near where a torpedo ear- 
lier had sunk the 4,497-ton ore car- 
rier Hedderheim. 


The British also credited naval 


action for the grounding of the 
5,000-ton 
German 
freighter Ost- 


prussen, which ran ashore on Jut- 
land with a cargo of coke after 
zig-zagglng for three days to es- 
cape British searchers off the west 
coast of Denmark. 


On the debt side, the admiralty 


acknowledged one 
casualty—the 


210-ton naval trawler Loch Assa- 
ter, which was sunk by a mine off 
the northern Scottish coast. 


This was the British navy's 31st 


loss of the war. 


The air ministry also disclosed 


the loss of a British plane on a 
night reconnoltering mission over 
Germany. 


Balkans Hold Attention

JUSTICE MURPHY 


IN FIRST OPINION 
ON SUPREME COURT 


UPHELD RldiT OKLAHOMA 
TAX INCOME BANKS FROM 


GOVERNMENT BONDS 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—W)— 


In the first opinion delivered by 
Justice Murphy, the supreme court 
sustained today a 1935 Oklahoma 
law imposing a tax on Income re- 
ceived by national banks In that 
state from United States govern- 
ment bonds which had been made 
tax exempt by congress. 
Justice 
Murphy asserted 
that 
"the power of congress to author- 
ize a state to Impose a tax on the 
franchise of a national banking as- 
sociation cannot now be doubted." 


The decision affirmed a ruling 


in favor of the tax by the Oklahoma 
supreme court. The state tribunal 
had held that the six per cent as- 
sessment was not an Income tax 
but a franchise tax measured by 
net Income, 
No dissent to Murphy's decision 
was announced. Justice 
McRey- 


nolds did not participate. 
The assessment had been chal- 
lenged by the Tradesmens Nation- 
al Bank of Oklahoma City on the 
ground that It was "a denial of the 
inherent constitutional power of 
congress to borrow money on the 
credit of the United States.' 
The bank paid more than $6,000 
taxes for 1936 and brought suit for 
recovery, Conceding that no state 
can levy a tax against a federal in- 
strumentality except as authorized 
b" congress, the Oklahoma tax 
commission 
contended that con- 
gress had authorized the franchise 
assessment at Issue.
